Men do not fear God. And, whether they do their job or not they are still residing in a place 
of headship and their negligence is reflected in the tyranny of homes, churches, and the 
like. In Acts 5 a man named Ananias decided (with his wife) to withhold money they had 
pledged to God. Peter declared that in this simple act of failing to fully pay what he owed to 
God for his tithe that Satan had filled his heart. And so God killed him. And great fear we 
are told came over the church of that day. Imagine if every man who failed to pay his tithe 
in full simply died in our churches on Sunday. 

What I mean by being men is something that begins with fearing God in such a way that 
wisdom, meaning the practical daily ways to demonstrate God's active presence in our lives, 
is the end result. This wisdom is most clearly seen as men govern with headship over wives, 
homes, and churches. 

Conversely, a pussified man is a man conformed to the pattern of this age who claims to be 
a son of God but does little to take upon himself a profound fear of God and carry the 
mantle of responsiblity he has been given. In his defense such men are common to shout 
that they just need more patience and love. But with such men it seems that may have 
been all they have gotten and thus far it has benefitted them little. 

Lastly, I would argue that indeed a rigorously solid theology proper (understanding of God) 
is elemental and that many men have been subjected to more education along the lines of 
psychology (ala self-esteem, self-actualization, self-fulfilment - all euphemistic code words 
for pride and narcissism) and moralism (steps to becoming holier by ones self-discipline and 
works rather than God's grace) than true theology which seeks God's glory and revelation 
rather over our own glory and self-understanding. 

But, the average Christian man that I know (and I assure you I know literally thousands 
upon thousands) tends to know a great amount of theology in comparison to most brothers 
and sisters throughout time and across the globe. And, within his reach is enough resources 
to study most anything he can dream of. But, he is often lazy, not diligently taking hold of 
his faith and maturing willingfully by simply ceasing to be a hearer only and become a doer 
of what he knows to be correct. If the spirit of GOd is within him and desires him to stop 
masturbating, putting his hands on his girlfriend, blowing his money irresponsibly, giving all 
his time to being entertained and the like then we must conclude that his flesh is weak and 
what he needs is a workout to make him strong, not therapy to further explore the 
weakness of neglected muscles.

In response to elder Bob. 

This is a simple theological question that any real elder meeting Biblical criteria could 
answer without complication. So, I'm assuming by your tone you are either an 
unbeliever, or possibly a Christian with a very low view of God's Word and in need of 
some sound theological instruction. In either case, I'll respond briefly because you need 
a man to teach you theology and I am happy to aid in your education. 

The law can be divided into there areas. Ceremonial laws surrounded the temple, 
priesthood, sacrifices and the like. Civil laws related directly to the governance of the 
nation of Israel as a theocracy governed by God. Moral laws related to the conduct of 
God's people. All of God's laws were given to expose human sin and foreshadow Christ 
(Hebrews 10:1) and send us running to Him for grace and his righteousness to be 
imputed to us because we could never earn any of our own (Romans 5:20-21, Galatians 
2:21, 3: 19-25) In Christ all of the law was fulfilled (Matthew 5:17), and now Christ's 
perfection is given by Him to His elect (Romans 10:4, 2 Corinthians 5:21).

Consequently, we are no longer bound to the law but instead live under God's grace 
(Romans 6:14). However, the law is still good and perfect and shows us how the Spirit 
of God desires to work through us and change us to obey God not by our own good 
nature or works (which we do not posess), but instead by the power of the Holy Spirit in 
each child of God (Romans 8:1-17). 

For a further understanding that much of the Old Testament cermonial law and civil law 
is not binding upon believers in this present age you should read the entire book of 
Hebrews. However, I would strongly add that the Old Testament Law remains profitable 
for the believer and does have merit to their understanding of God and themselves (1 
Timothy 1:8, 2 Timothy 3:16-17). Also, since Israel is no longer a theocracy, no longer 
has priesthood, and no longer has a temple (and has not since 70 A.D.) God has 
completely eliminated any attempt to live by ceremonial and civil law. The moral law, 
however, remains binding and universal upon believers. For example 9 of the 10 
commandments are spoken of as binding in the New Testament (opinions vary on the 
Sabbath), and things like murder, stealing, lying etc. are spoken of frequently 
throughout the New Testament. 

Lastly, the issues you have raised are best answered by Reformed Theologians under the 
topic of Law and Gospel.

In response to everything: 

Perhaps we should talk about the parameters of grace as defined biblically. This is a 
sidenote to the whole thread of biblical manhood, but as long as we don't rabbit-trail 
(everyone), this is foundational. 

Wallace recently posted a response to Elder Bob shedding some biblical light on the Law 
and Gospel tension in a believer's life. And here, if you aren't a believer in Christ Jesus 
as both Savior and Lord Almighty, you will get tripped up and confused with every step. 
Not until one understands the meaning and purpose of Law will they have any grasp of 
the need, the fullness, and the fruits of God's saving grace poured out through the 
sacrifice of Jesus. 

I could hardly exhaust this topic in a post, or in twenty posts, and as hard as I try and as 
much thought and wisdom I pour into this writing, the blessed fact remains that coming 
to an understanding of Law and Gospel is the work of the Holy Spirit on our hearts and 
minds. So I wholeheartedly point all who query to read the Bible and not look for a 
quick answer in a single Scriptural passage. Read the bible. Want to make it easier? 
Okay, read only the New Testament, then go back and (whatever order you decide to 
read it all) read the entire bible. Take all the time you need. It takes awhile, and I 
suggest you read everything as many times as you can and put some thought into it. So 
start now. And do it till you're dead. And don't ever conclude you've got it all down. Live 
on what you know, but don't stop there. 



That said, back to the parameters of grace... 

I'm going to assume everybody's heard or read John 3:16. And unfortunately (and to 
their own perish), that's about all most people care to know and claim. It's a beautiful 
verse with impactful meaning. It's the truth of God that whoever believes in the unique 
Son of God, begotten of God, shall not perish but have everlasting life. But taken alone 
this verse has been used as a copout for every person who in truth does NOT actually 
believe in the person, work, and word of Christ and holds to the nonexistent eleventh 
commandment, "Thou shall not judge". This is both a cause and complement to the 
worldwide epidemic of men without balls or fortitude, without honesty or courage, 
without spines and without conviction. 

I know too many people who think the entire meaning of the bible is "God loves 
everyone. Don't judge anyone. Be happy in the filth of your life and let your eyes be 
misty with sentimental visions of the day God welcomes you through the pearly gates. 
The end. Amen". What a crock! I lived with that mentality for nearly twenty years and 
my whole vision of God was that he was a helper who conformed his will and desire to 
mine, and when I asked for things to my own destruction, he'd bring it to pass, because 
it was all about me. 

Then I woke up, praise the Lord! 

Every pussified man runs around trying to live his autonomous, "independant" life 
without a serious care of who he really is, who God is, who his neighbor is, what's 
expected of him, what loving means. He's selfish (both by nature and by choice) and he 
seeks his own glory. As many have alluded to before, he bows to every pressure from 
the feministic world to appease, or (just as bad) he inflates himself with machoness and 
further proclaims his independent, yet domineering self-identity. And since he's his own 
man, and since he knows what's best for himself, any opposition to his precious self- 
idolatry is met with the blanket ammunition of "Don't judge me. Jesus taught not to 
judge". He did? Funny you mention Jesus, because I was wondering what else he 
taught? You hold to those words like they're the unshakeable foundation of life, but you 
can't tell me anything else he said.

The worm who thinks like this is outside the parameters of God's saving grace. 

This sounds shocking to most people, because today the word grace is synonymous to

Christ came full of grace 
and truth (see John 1:1-18), and without truth, grace is not grace. It cannot be. For a 
good survey on Truth, see the entire book of Romans. Particularly, for the verdict laid 
on ail of mankind, see chap. 1:18-23 and 3:10-18. God is not happy with sin. He never 
will be. God is angry and wrathful toward sinners. 

1 John 1:5-7 -- "This is the message which we have heard from Him and declare to you, 
that God is light and in Him is no darkness at all. If we say that we have fellowship with 
Him, and walk in darkness, we lie and do not practice the truth. But if we walk in the 
light as He is in the light, we have fellowship with one another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ His Son cleanses us from all sin." 

If you think for a moment that being covered by grace means you can totally disregard 
the commands of God, you live your life in vain. You do not know God. You do not fear 
God. You do not love God. You will not see God. You are lawless and vile and already 
condemned. "For those who live according to the flesh set their minds on the things of 
the flesh, but those who live according to the Spirit, the things of the Spirit. For to be 
carnally minded is DEATH, but to be spritually minded is LIFE and PEACE. Because the 
carnal mind (the sinful nature) is enmity against God; for it is not subject to the law of 
God, nor indeed can be. So then, those who are in the flesh cannot please God." 

Romans 8:5-8. 


You can try to be "good" with one of two motives. You can do so to make God and your 



neighbor happy with you, which is doing it by your own strength, on the outside while 
your heart is wicked inside. This is also doing it to your own glory, trying to earn a pass 
into heaven and good marks with God, pats on the back from your "brother". This is 
moralism and self-worship. Those who go this route are notably marked with constant 
anxiety because they never stop evaluating themselves and judging others, and in their 
heart of hearts they know they can never be good enough, but try to fool themselves 
anyway. 

OR, you can do all good works IN LIGHT of God's full revelation in His word. That is, for 
those who believe, yes God is truly Good, yes I am truly wicked. Yes, God took the 
punishment due me and laid it on Christ His Son. Yes, I do not deserve this 
immeasurable gift. Yes I am adopted into God's family with the full righteousness of 
Christ. Yes, I am in God's grace and sealed to Him by His Spirit. Yes, Praise God, I will 
ever be with Him! And yes, by all means, I want to work out this precious salvation with 
fear and trembling, for it is God who works in me both to will and to do according to His 
good purpose. I am not my own, I was bought for a price. May Your will be done. Amen. 

Sin still has consequence. Evil is always evil, whether you are saved or perishing. So 
wake up! Sin no more. Be clothed in Christ and walk a walk worthy of the calling with 
which you've been called. Do good, delight in God's commands, love truth, hate evil, be 
conformed to the image of Christ!

Do you believe that you are now making progress in this thread because everyone is along 
for your merry ride? Or, are you willing to concede that honest, faithful queries that run 
contrary to your judicial understanding of the gospel can also promote progress? 

The past several posts of this thread have driven the gospel to a place of judicial standing. A 
place I - nor John's Gospel - thinks it belongs. A non-judicial view of the gospel turns the 
vector arrow of faith completely around from what is being presented here. 

In other words, the judicial gospel presents God as an angry, vengeful and wrathful God that 
somehow needs to be appeased. Christ, sacrificed on our behalf, is that necessary 
appeasement. Well, folks, that is nothing more than paganism. This is right along the lines 
of pagans offering the pure, virgin sacrifice to the angry volcano-god by throwing her into 
the mouth of the volcano, so that his anger will be appeased and there will be peace in the 
valley. Are you kidding? 

The non-judicial gospel is no less powerful and yet restores the proper order to God's 
concern: to reconcile his creation. Yes, Jesus is the sacrifice, and yes he paid the price - but, 
for us and our wretchedness, not God! Jesus was not trying to appease God by his death, he 
was trying to show God's undying love for us. Jesus assumed a position of solidarity with us, 
not over and against us - judging from a safe distance. The arrow or reason for Christ's 
death points to us, not God. God did not kill his own son, we did! It was our rejection and 
our (false) judgement of God which led to his death. Jesus himself said, 

"The reason my Father loves me is that I lay down my life-- only to take it up again. No one 
takes it from me, but I lay it down of my own accord. I have authority to lay it down and 
authority to take it up again. This command I received from my Father." (NIV) 

We are the fellow murderers of Christ. Where is our sense of responsibility in that 
realization, Wallace? 


The question is this: 

Is God a BLOODTHIRSTY, or a BLOODSHEDDING, God? 

By your account he is bloodthirsty. By John's account he is bloodshedding. I choose to follow 
the Gospel according to John, rather than according to you.

I cannot state this any more clearly - I agree in 
principle with Wallace's message. So why is it not "proper" to engage the messenger in 
some sort of dialogue? Again, why the close-minded, arrogant stance on this issue? 

So, allow me to get off of everyone's back - apparently the very hard-nosed accountability 
that Will seeks to impose on the new order is not readily accepted here. I apologize for 
attempting to respond in kind to Mr. Wallace's authority. It seems as though he truly is king 
here and that makes no sense to me.

cell'me: In Rom 1:18, God's wrath is likened to an orgy (lit. orge in the greek), whereby God 
is foaming at the mouth in anticipation to fully dispence His justice and anger upon 
rebelious mankind. This is the way some commentators describe God's wrath. Although He 
"endures with much patience vessels of wrath prepared for destruction" (Rom 9:22), He 
nonethless is waiting to dispense His just judgement upon the wicked. 

For the elect, Christ was the One on whom God dispensed His judgement. St. John himself 
uses the term propitiaion/satisfaction (lit. hilasmos in the greek; 1 Jn 2:2, 4:10, cf. Rom 
3:25). This one word has been used by many a great theologians to exegetically justify the 
doctrine of substitutionary atonement. Even while we were "dead in our trespasses and 
sins" (Eph 2:1), "were by nature children of wrath, even as the rest" (Eph 2:3), and "even 
when we were dead in our transgressions" (Eph 2:5a), "[God] made us alive together with 
Christ" (Eph 2:5b). 

The point here is that God was extremley pissed off at us cuz of our sin, and He made Him 
who knew no sin to be sin on our behalf (2 Cor 5:21), (lit. huper/anti in the greek). Christ 
took the guilt we incurred cuz of our sin upon Himself (expiation) and thereby satisfied 
(propitiation) God's wrath. His righteousness was then imputed to our account 
(justification). 

The pagans have stories of dying and rising gods, wrathful deities needing appeasment, and 
other similiar redemptive stories only cuz this was promised long ago to Eve and later to 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. The good news of the coming redeemer of mankind is woven 
into the very tapestry of the history of mankind, and has been preserved from generation to 
generation even amongst the pagans. 

All non-substitutionary views of the atonement have been tried and found wanting over the 
last two-thousand years of church history (it's too much work tryin' to keep 'em clean and 
they just bleed too much Bad Theology-->Pussification! ! !

On Promise Keepers. Flave had a lot of contact with them. Two friends were deeply involved 
in PK leadership (one on the board since its early inception). I attended the 2nd, 3rd, and 
5th rallies in Colorado where it was founded. Was heavily involved for 7 years in a church 
that idolized promise keepers. With that, here's my experience... 

It was founded around 92/93 in response to manifestations of the pussified male phenom. 
Basically the coach of the Colorado Buffalos college football team wanted to call men to take 
seriously their roles as men, husbands, and fathers. They started doing stadium gatherings 
over a weekend that would then be supported by the formation of men's accountability 
groups in the local churches. 

The idea seemed necessary and revolutionary because of the sad state of affairs re. the 
pussifed male. Gatherings generated lots of flack from feminist and gay rights groups. There 
was a lot of weeping and repenting. I saw (and participated in) a lot of emotional scenes. 

Flere's the heart of where I think things went awry. 

Calling men to obedience and repentance is only biblical when the purpose, means, and ends 
of these acts are giving God glory. If obedience and repentance are seen as the key to 
getting good families, happy lives (and eventually SUV's), then we've just bought into the 
idea that God exists to make us happy. 

God has, ever so subtly, become Prozac. 

What starts out as something with good elements (like focus on the family) becomes an idol. 
Complicating the situation further is a complete ignorance of the rights/happiness mentality 
that governs this present age. 

The end result is that this supposed journey deeper into Biblical manhood instead becomes 
an exercise in pop psychology self-discovery with a masculine sheen on it. 

Unfortunately I never realized these things until it was too late. I was married to a woman 
who believed that God existed to make her "happy". When she found herself in a place 
where she was not "happy", she eventually came to the conclusion that God had told her to 
divorce me and go start a new life. 

This was hard enough to deal with. I tried to truthfully and lovingly appeal to her many 
times. If I made any errors in trying to discipline my household in the scriptural difference 
between "happiness" and joy, it was in not coming down more firmly and just saying - 
"Look, this is wrong. The Bible says it's wrong. God say's it's wrong. And I say it's wrong." 

I was afraid that if I was too vocal and determined about it, I would just come off as being a 
hard ass. 

What unexpectedly kicked me in the nuts was the reaction of the leadership of my "Promise 
Keepers" church. When I asked my pastor to meet with my wife and I so that I could make 
one last lovingly truthful Matthew 18 appeal to her, he asked me why I felt the need to do 



that. 


He wanted to know what "issues" I had in my life that made me feel like I needed to take 
such an authoritarian action. Being completely devastated at the moment, I didn't have the 
presence of mind to say - "Because that's what the Bible says and so I thought I should do 
that." 

With him and many like minded "elders" in my church, I became framed as a controlling 
man who had authority issues solely for trying to listen to the Bible and do what it says. Not 
only did I lose my wife, I lost many friends and my church in the process. 

All that to say that though this is just one experience, I think it points out the clear 
differences between Promise Keepers and the deep de-pussification we are talking about on 
this list. In many ways, it is a clear reminder of what we are up against, and how costly this 
quest can be.

I agreed with some of what he said about men showing some backbone & 
discipline... 

...But I disagreed with his proposed method of getting there ("suck it up, pray, and just do 
it" was Promise Keeper's idea and it failed because it doesn't work - Romans 7. Instead we 
need the Spirit's help, to expose the inner LIES that drive our compulsions, and I need my 
brothers to play a key role in that tough, reflective, submitted-to-God process.

Christian. A Christian is Trinitarian and believes that the Trinity is foundational model for 
relationship and covenant community. Therefore, while in once sense everyone should 
desire to be like Jesus Christ, in another sense it would make more sense to view the 
totality of God rather than merely looking at one member of the godhead and neglecting the 
others. 

Therefore, a Christian marriage should be Trinitarian to bear forth the image and likeness of 
the community of God. In marriage God the Father remains in position of ultimate headship 
from whom all authority is delegated and all orders are given for His glory and His purposes. 
The husband should occupy the role of Jesus Christ as stated clearly in Ephesians 5. This 
means that, like Christ, men submit to the headship of God their Father and seek His will 
and glory over their own. This also means that a man must, like Christ, learn to die to 
himself and resurrect to lovingly forgive and lead his bride. Lastly, the woman should 
occupy the role of the Holy Spirit as the helper suitable role given her in Genesis 2. The 
Holy Spirit is also referred to as the helper throughout the New Testament (paraklete in 
greek) come to comfort and empower the children of God to submit to Christ and glorify the 
Father. This is the same pattern we see in I Corinthians 11 where we find that the head of 
every woman is man, the head of every man is Christ, and the head of Christ is the Father.

Member Proverbs 18:22 "He who finds a wife finds what is good and receives favor from the Lord." 

The eastern concept of marriage that is dominant throughout the Old Testament is one in 
which the man prepares himself to be a husband and father, and then pursues a woman's 
father to win the approval to court her as his bride. The father of the bride is central to 
marriage and the young woman is supposed to respectfully submit to her father and he is to 
protect her chastity and guard her against potentially undesireable suitors like the young 
men who take girls to prom and put their hands down their dress, or worse still young men 
who prowl at singles groups hoping to mash on some young woman like a desperate junior 
high boy in heat. 

Therefore, it is imperative that a young woman have either her father or another man 
occupy that role of headship in her life to aid in the selection of her husband. If her father is 
absent or unsuited, it would be best for young women to invite an older man (i.e. a church 
elder, respectful man in their church, a believing close male relative etc.) to serve in that 
regard out of loving concern for her. Paul illustrated this principle with the topic of 
headcoverings in Corinthians wherein he essentially stated that women should always be 
under submission (first of their father and then of their husband) and demonstrate their 
submission in the culturally appropriate sign of such a submissive spirit with the wearing of 
a head covering. This transference of headship is symbolized in the Christian tradition of a 
father walking a woman down the aisle and then literally giving her away and transferring 
his headship to her husband. 

Therefore, a man cannot be a limp wristed coward waiting for a good woman to pursue him. 




He must not also casually date Christian women test-driving them to find one he really 
wants to buy. He should be prepared, responsible, forthright, and honorable. 

He must begin by being qualified to take a wife. The following list should help to begin the 
introspective process for single men of considering whether they are ready to take a wife 
and if not how much work they have to do. 

1. Are you a Christian who desires a Christian wife (II Corinthians 6:14)? 

2. Do you work hard and make enough money to take care of a wife and child (I Timothy 
5:8)? 

3. Will you love the wife you take as Christ loves her (Ephesians 5:22-33)? 

4. Will you accept the responsibility of headship and leadership of your wife and children 
(Colossians 3:18-21)? 

5. Do you know your Bible well enough to serve as a pastor to your family and answer your 
wife's theological questions (I Corinthians 14:35)? 

6. Do have sufficient self-control to be gentle and tender with a woman (I Peter 3:7)? 

7. Do you have self control in regards to lusting after other women (Matthew 5:27-30)? 

8. Will you be a one-woman man (I Timothy 3:2)? 

9. Will you give your body to your wife to explore and enjoy sexually, in sum will you be any 
good in bed (I Corinthians 7:1-7)? 

10. Will you keep your covenant to your wife for the duration of your life (I Corinthians 7 : 10- 
11 )? 

11. Are you ready to in every way sever the ties that bind you to your mom and dad 
(Genesis 2:24)? 

12. Do you know that you do need a wife (Genessis 2:18)? 

13. Do you want to be a dad with an exemplary family (I Timothy 3:5,12; Titus 1:6)? 

14. Have you kept your appearance so you look good (Song of Songs 5:10)? 

15. Will you enjoy your wife (Ecclesiastes 9:9)? 

16. Do you like breasts (Proverbs 5:19)? 

17. Are you actively involved in a solid local church and submitting to the elders/pastors 
there (Hebrews 13:17)? 

18. Do you humbly submit to godly older men (I Peter 5:5)? 

19. Do you endure discipline and hardship with courage and faith (Hebrews 12:7-11)? 

20. Are you self-controlled (Titus 2:6)? 

21. Do you embrace your youth as an opportunity to set an example to others of the power 
of God in a yielded life (I Timothy 4:12). 

22. Do you watch your life and doctrine closely (I Timothy 4:16)? 

23. Most importantly, do you gladly submit to Christ's complete authority over all of your life 
(I Corinthians 11:3)? 

In sum, husbands are told to love their wives, and wives are told to submit to and respect 
their husbands. The men must not love as psychologists tell them, but instead as Scripture 
does in some of the ways listed above. And, a man needs to tell a woman that his love is 
heartfelt, as well as shown practically in these ways. If a man does these things out of the 
power of God's grace alone then most every woman who has the Spirit of God within her 
submits and respects that man. 

Men, here is a secret, if you want a woman to be attracted to you, you must be attractive. If 
you want a woman to respect you, you must be the kind of man she can be proud of and 
speak highly of. In the Song of Songs the bride says "no wonder the maidens adore you." 
She knew that she got a good man, the kind that all the other women had admired and 
hoped for. Today, the problem is that there are too few men of nobility and desirability 
which forces the women in our churches to remain single, become independent and 
feministic (even if ever so slightly) and either settle for some half-a-man, or remain single 
indefinitely. It all rides or falls with the men. 

And, once a man is ready for a bride, he should then select a woman he has gotten to know 
in a causal way and request permission from her father (or other head) to court her as a 
potential spouse.

I apologize; I forgot, and was assuming that I was only writing to Christians here. Of course, 
when one prays, it should only be to the One True God thru Jesus Christ His Son, and again, 
I assumed that as with any spiritual endevour on the part of a Christian, prayer for 
protection and focus would be central. Whenever a Christian waits upon God, it should 
ALWAYS be with discernment, thankfully God gives wisdom to those who ask. 



As for being called to "vision quest," "fast," or whatever your culture calls it, it is Christ who 
is to be our example in word and deed, and he did a lot of retreating into the wilderness to 
pray and seek God. I sincerely believe you don't need some sign or leading to go quest/fast 
-we already have Christ's example, and we need to follow. 

My point is: Christ did a lot of fasting in remote away-from-people-places. Not just 
occasionally, but frequently; how come we don't? Traditionally the church has placed 
emphasis on fasting and waiting on God as a routine practice of the Christian. Where is that 
emphasis now? 

What you call "fasting," or "prayer closet," I call "vision questing." 

It is not an issue of syncretism, merely a cultural understanding/label. 

I am Indian, I am not white. I refuse to believe the practice that to be a follower of Christ 
you have to be european-white-western in thought and culture. The power of Christ is the 
power to redeem culture -not eradicate it. If the pioneer missionaries had only understood 
this, many of my people would not have been murdered in the name of Christ. 

To the best of my knowlege, I don't know of a single tribe that encouraged the use of drugs 
(peyote for example) on a quest. The emphasis was always on the journey of prayer and 
fasting, which is fully consistant (one and the same) with Christianity. The crucial difference 
being that as believers, we have the assurance of being able to come to God the Father thru 
Jesus Christ His Son. 

Most tribal religions had/have a good understanding of God the Father, and God the Holy 
Spirit, they lacked knowlege of the Son. 

The beauty of Christ's ministry was that He reached and met people where they were at. "I 
become all things..." wrote the apostle Paul. 

If Christians today were to follow this example, maybe Indians might be converted. But the 
sad fact is, most Christians haven't the faintest idea who and what we are, insisting that we 
have to become "white" to be saved -completely forgetting that white people decimated us 
with their diseases and alcohol, took our lands, our languages, ect.. what Indian would want 
a white Jesus?

The Spirit isn't the exclusive Helper: Jesus says He is the one who will be the Helper (John 

16 & 14). And God calls Himself the Helper (PslO: 14, Heb 13:6). 


So carry on clarifying what men should be. 

But CAUTION: Many of the fronts on which men are failing are simply about being Godly 
humans. It's for women too. 

So I'm saying dont make any quality exclusive to men only, unless you've really got a solid 
reason. Careless stereo-types & false dichotomies only restrict growth.

I agree. Read me accurately. I didn't say I dont have an opinion. I said it's not the core issue 
of my argument. I dont have time to sidetrack there. 

But as a concession, very quickly, let me say I take the Scriptures literally: I take into 
account what kind of literature each text is. The nature of this literature does need to be 
considered when we interpret it for today. (Just as the Amish should get over the fact that 
plastic is not mentioned in the Bible - it didn't exist then. To interpret the text accurately, 
we need to consider the context, in order to gain the right principles.) 

And the literature of l&2Timothy and Ephesians are letters written by Paul specifically to the 
church in Ephesus, which was laboring under the domination of the godess Diana, whose 
priestesses had an over-riding influence on everyone's religious thought. I think this context 
determined what Paul wrote to Timothy & the Ephesians. 

By contrast, when Paul wrote to the Romans, he mentions by name Prsicilla (a teacher even 
before her husband), Phoebe (a deacon), and Junia (an outstanding apostle). What do we 
make about women in leadership from that?! 

So take another look at the texts with the Ephesian context in mind. You may see a different 
principle there. 

You may not. (Baptists have an olde saying: "In essentials unity; in non-essentials liberty; in 
all things love." I agree we should make decisions on these matters, but I dont mind 
allowing you the freedom to still come to the same conclusion you hold now - because it's 
not an essential issue, eg. the cross & resurection). 

What I am saying is this: 

Give credit where it's due. Dont set up a straw man to attack. (And dont misinterpret me to 
conveniently say whatever you want to attack.) Read what's actually there. THINK about it, 
dont just reiterate your present position. Argue the actual case.

Man. For example, the Father did not die on the cross and resurrect from the dead. Likewise, 
neither did the Spirit. For another example, Jesus came to do the Father's will and not His 
own. One God, yes. Great overlap, yes. Continued distinctions, yes. If it were not that we 
would have no reason to refer to them as Father, Son and Spirit as distinct persons. Lastly, 
men can't have children. Why, because men and women are different. It may seem trivial, 
but my wife assures me that it is not. No matter how equal I want to be to her, we will 
never be the same. It's much more than culture, it's biology as an outgrowth of creation. 

Fler role is different than mine by virtue of creation. That in no way makes one of us better, 
but simply much different. 

Your verses are very weak in arguing for an elimination of gender distinction. A husband and 
wife team worked together helping Paul plant churches and sometimes the wife is 
mentioned first, and sometimes the husband is mentioned first. That's a long way from her 
being an elder ruling over men in a local church - something we are never told about her. 
Phoebe was likely a deacon, which is different than a ruling and teaching elder. And, at the 
end of Romans the person mentioned is possibly a man and possibly a woman, the gender 
is unclear and the name in that day could go either way (i.e. like Pat in our day), and we 
are told that this person is "outstanding among the apostles" which does not show that they 
were an apostle, but instead that their work with (or among the apostles) was outstanding. 
You cannot give me any book of the Bible written by a woman, any woman disciple, or any 
woman pastor in the New Testament. Paul tells Titus to appoint elders in every town (Titus 
1:5) and then explains that one of the requirements is that they be men. If you are arguing 
this is all cultural why would it begin in Genesis with creation and continue with Paul saying 
the same thing to the church at Colosse, Corinth, Ephesus, Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, 
Asia, Bithynia, Macedonia and Crete - that men and women are different and that men 
should rule in authority over homes and churches? In light of the multiple cities and cultures 
and dates of writing it seems pretty clear it is a cross-cultural principle. Lastly, the cultural 
argument was addressed by Paul and he claims that men's and women's roles are 
principally chosen at creation, and then practically lived out in culture (I Corinthians 11:9). 
Are you really suggesting that somehow Jesus and Paul were pussified men afraid to 
confront culture so they caved in and took the easy route by choosing men thereby sinning 
against equally qualified women? 

Lastly, you are exactly what is wrong with men. Crappy arguments, paper thin Scriptural 
support, and a dogmatic claim that you know what the hell you are talking about. My guess 
you are not an elder, and likely not married. 

My final question is for you. If there is no gender distinctions at creation between men and 
women then are you logically also not supportive of homosexual relationships? Look at 
culture and the church and you'll see that the first domino is feminism (there is no creation 
difference between men and women) and the second is homosexuality (therefore men 
loving men is no different than men loving women because there is no difference between 
men and women other than what culture creates as a gender identity). 

Is your pastor a woman? Are you gay? Are you married? Are you an elder? Are you sure you 
know what the hell you're talking about? Do you seriously think you have a case? Do you 
seriously think your arguments are worthwhile? Is that the best you've got? Sad, I've got a 
long list of women who would theologically take you to the woodshed and prove they 
shouldn't be pastors, heads of homes, or ruling over men and they would curse you out for 
telling them to be men and telling their husbands to be women. Some could probably kick 
your ass to boot.

Member The responsiblities for a deacon and and elder are similar, but differ in ruling and teaching. 

Phoebe may or may not have been a deacon. The word used of her is a servant. At times it 
is used for a woman who serves. At other times it is used as an official office. In this case, it 
is not ultimately clear since the Romans 16 section is not relating directly to any offices in 
the context, just faithful people and their service. If she were listed in Timothy or Titus 
context would have made it more clear. The listing for deacons does include a caveat about 
their wives which some take to mean that a deacons wife must live upto those qualities, but 
I would take to mean that the wives are likely serving alongside their husbands as deacons. 
After all, a deacon is serving others in ways of mercy, compassion, administration and the 
like. This is much different that teaching, preaching, disciplining, leading etc. - basically 
headship. I would suggest that you have a very confused ecclesiology. 

And, women disciples - of course. Jesus taught women. Women apostles - no way. He never 
chose one and certainly had the cans to do so if it were right. You've got a few straws and 
I've got an iron clad house. And, I feel a nice stiff breeze blowing. 


And to the offense. If you are a friend (and I am unsure who you are) I am offended that 




someone as confused as you would call me a friend. Anyone who hangs with me should 
have a clearer head. I've been nice enough to answer your questions, but the heart of mine 
(creation) has been neglected by you. And, are you also pro-queer? Is your pastor a 
woman? Is your wife an elder? Would you let her rule over you in the church? 

Whatever you do, do not go see Mel Gibson's movie "What Women Want." It promotes the 
same sort of male lesbianism that you are promoting. 

For some clearer sections, how about I Timothy 2:9-3:7 written as a general epistle to a 
region of churches telling them each the roles of men and women as found in creation?

It also has a lot written specically to 
men (i.e. nocturnal emissions of semen), women (menstrual cycles), children (obeying 
parents), employees (working hard), employers (being fair), elder (being male), deacons 
(serving), etc. etc. Why you would not see that as obvious is an indication of selective 
reading. I, for example, could fine one jackass in the Old Testament through whom God 
preached (Numbers 22:21-30). Using your principles of interpretation I could then argue 
that Balaam's jackass set a precedent for four legged furry elders who crap as the preach.

So now that we have completely put all of you to sleep, let's clarify. Why is church 
government so important?

Three, elder governed wherein a team of men qualified for the office rule with authority over 
the church in such matters as doctrine and discipline to teach and lead the church. The men 
live in mutual submission and that model is to be carried down so that everyone in the 
church is under authority and in accountable community, including everyone to Christ, 
husbands to elders, wives to husbands, and children to parents. This system is not 
guarantee that things will be perfect, but at least there's a way to efficiently deal with them 
should someone screw up your church. The elders should all be men who meet biblical 
criteria, and there wives should be godly and their children obedient. They should serve 
together in ministry as a family with hospitality and lives devoted to the work of the gospel. 

Why is all this important? In the first two models church discipline is rarely if every done 
because their is no accountability for anyone. Therefore, the men and women run wild 
screwing up the work of the gospel, wrecking marriages, and destroying families. Without 
strong authority hierarchy you've got a case where everyone does right in their own eyes. 

So, if you are in one of the first two churches you should make a stink. If things don't 
change, you are in a jacked church. And, if you've got women elders then the message to 
every woman in the church is that women need not submit to men's authority, and the men 
will respond by either being pussified or not doing a damn thing, and hell will start to look 
like a very nice place in comparison to your church.

I will say this though, how tangential is the issue of "church government"? This seems fairly 
peripheral to me in matters of personal spiritual development. For example, the point 
Wallace made earlier was that pussified men take no responsibility for their own sinfulness 
and abdication of headship in the home and/or church. Then he posits the notion that 
proper church government will somehow prevent this. Why? If the responsibility is 
ultimately mine then why should I be given the ready-made excuse that the church has 
failed me because of poor church government?

Does this mean that not taking a wife is wrong; that a man's duty is to get married and have 
children? I need some clarification on this.

Proverbs 18:22 "He who finds a wife finds what is good and receives favor from the Lord." 

The eastern concept of marriage that is dominant throughout the Old Testament is one in 
which the man prepares himself to be a husband and father, and then pursues a woman's 
father to win the approval to court her as his bride. The father of the bride is central to 
marriage and the young woman is supposed to respectfully submit to her father and he is to 
protect her chastity and guard her against potentially undesireable suitors like the young 
men who take girls to prom and put their hands down their dress, or worse still young men 
who prowl at singles groups hoping to mash on some young woman like a desperate junior 
high boy in heat. 

Therefore, it is imperative that a young woman have either her father or another man 
occupy that role of headship in her life to aid in the selection of her husband. If her father is 
absent or unsuited, it would be best for young women to invite an older man (i.e. a church 
elder, respectful man in their church, a believing close male relative etc.) to serve in that 
regard out of loving concern for her. Paul illustrated this principle with the topic of 
headcoverings in Corinthians wherein he essentially stated that women should always be 
under submission (first of their father and then of their husband) and demonstrate their 
submission in the culturally appropriate sign of such a submissive spirit with the wearing of 
a head covering. This transference of headship is symbolized in the Christian tradition of a 
father walking a woman down the aisle and then literally giving her away and transferring 
his headship to her husband. 

Therefore, a man cannot be a limp wristed coward waiting for a good woman to pursue him. 
He must not also casually date Christian women test-driving them to find one he really 
wants to buy. He should be prepared, responsible, forthright, and honorable. 

He must begin by being qualified to take a wife. The following list should help to begin the 
introspective process for single men of considering whether they are ready to take a wife 
and if not how much work they have to do. 

1. Are you a Christian who desires a Christian wife (II Corinthians 6:14)? 

2. Do you work hard and make enough money to take care of a wife and child (I Timothy 
5:8)? 

3. Will you love the wife you take as Christ loves her (Ephesians 5:22-33)? 

4. Will you accept the responsibility of headship and leadership of your wife and children 
(Colossians 3:18-21)? 

5. Do you know your Bible well enough to serve as a pastor to your family and answer your 
wife's theological questions (I Corinthians 14:35)? 

6. Do have sufficient self-control to be gentle and tender with a woman (I Peter 3:7)? 

7. Do you have self control in regards to lusting after other women (Matthew 5:27-30)? 
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8. Will you be a one-woman man (I Timothy 3:2)? 

9. Will you give your body to your wife to explore and enjoy sexually, in sum will you be any 
good in bed (I Corinthians 7:1-7)? 

10. Will you keep your covenant to your wife for the duration of your life (I Corinthians 7 : 10- 
11 )? 

11. Are you ready to in every way sever the ties that bind you to your mom and dad 
(Genesis 2:24)? 

12. Do you know that you do need a wife (Genessis 2:18)? 

13. Do you want to be a dad with an exemplary family (I Timothy 3:5,12; Titus 1:6)? 

14. Have you kept your appearance so you look good (Song of Songs 5:10)? 

15. Will you enjoy your wife (Ecclesiastes 9:9)? 

16. Do you like breasts (Proverbs 5:19)? 

17. Are you actively involved in a solid local church and submitting to the elders/pastors 
there (Hebrews 13:17)? 

18. Do you humbly submit to godly older men (I Peter 5:5)? 

19. Do you endure discipline and hardship with courage and faith (Hebrews 12:7-11)? 

20. Are you self-controlled (Titus 2:6)? 

21. Do you embrace your youth as an opportunity to set an example to others of the power 
of God in a yielded life (I Timothy 4:12). 

22. Do you watch your life and doctrine closely (I Timothy 4:16)? 

23. Most importantly, do you gladly submit to Christ's complete authority over all of your life 
(I Corinthians 11:3)? 

In sum, husbands are told to love their wives, and wives are told to submit to and respect 
their husbands. The men must not love as psychologists tell them, but instead as Scripture 
does in some of the ways listed above. And, a man needs to tell a woman that his love is 
heartfelt, as well as shown practically in these ways. If a man does these things out of the 
power of God's grace alone then most every woman who has the Spirit of God within her 
submits and respects that man. 

Men, here is a secret, if you want a woman to be attracted to you, you must be attractive. If 
you want a woman to respect you, you must be the kind of man she can be proud of and 
speak highly of. In the Song of Songs the bride says "no wonder the maidens adore you." 
She knew that she got a good man, the kind that all the other women had admired and 
hoped for. Today, the problem is that there are too few men of nobility and desirability 
which forces the women in our churches to remain single, become independent and 
feministic (even if ever so slightly) and either settle for some half-a-man, or remain single 
indefinitely. It all rides or falls with the men. 

And, once a man is ready for a bride, he should then select a woman he has gotten to know 
in a causal way and request permission from her father (or other head) to court her as a 
potential spouse. 

More later... 
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Now for the second half of the equation, what a man should seek in a wife. 

1. Seek a woman who is a Christian similarly devoted to God as you (II Corinthians 6:14). 

2. Seek a woman who fears God (Proverbs 31:30). 

3. Seek a woman desires to be sexually liberated and give her body to you to enjoy (I 
Corinthians 7:1-5). 

4. Seek a woman you are sexually attracted to (Proverbs 5:15-19). 

5. Seek a woman whose conduct speaks more loudly than her tongue (I Peter 3:1-6). 

6. Seek a woman who is suited to be your helper (Genesis 2:18). 

7. Seek a woman with a submissive spirit (Ephesians 5:22-24). 

8. Seek a woman who is good with handling finances (Proverbs 31:10-31). 

9. Seek a woman who will be a good mother (Proverbs 29:15). 

10. Seek a woman who's desires are homeward (Proverbs 14:11, Titus 2:4-5). 

11. Seek a woman who is kindhearted (Proverbs 11:16). 
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12. Seek a woman who is not a quarrelsome nag (Proverbs 21:9). 

13. Seek a woman of noble character with a strong work ethic (Proverbs 31:10-31). 

14. Seek a woman who is not flirtatious and flattering to other men (Proverbs 5:1-6). 

15. Seek a woman who likes to dance naked before you (Song of Songs 6:13b-7:9). 

16. Seek a woman who likes to be kissed by you (Song of Songs 1:1). 

17. Seek a woman whose scent is sweetly erotic (Song of Songs 1 : 12). 

18. Seek a woman who likes you to rest your head between her breasts (Song of Songs 
1:13). 

19. Seek a woman who will enjoy performing oral sex on you (Song of Songs 2:3). 

20. Seek a woman who wants you to perform oral sex on her (Song of Songs 4:16-5:1). 

21. Seek a woman who knows how to speak to you like a manly man (Song of Songs 5:10- 
16). 

22. Seek a woman who is your friend (Song of Songs 5:16). 

23. Seek a woman who can guide all her sexual desires solely to you and remain faithful 
(Song of Songs 4:12). 

24. Seek a woman who has all her teeth (Song of Songs 6:6). 
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I Corinthians 7. Buckle up. Here we go. 

The Corinthian church is jacked - getting drunk at communion, suing each other, affirming 
homosexuality, speaking in tongues like nutjobs, and one guy is even sleeping with his 
mom/mom-in-law and no one is the least bit disturbed. The entire letter Paul writes is in 
response to some questions they had sent to him. This makes it a bit tough for us to 
interpret since we have to construct from the answer what exactly the question was. But, 
chapter 7 of I Corinthians seems very clear in speaking about marital and sexual issues. 

Paul tells us that it is good for a man to be unmarried. But, Paul concedes that because of 
the hot running sex drive of many that marriage is the only thing that will keep the from 
sin. In these sections he seems to be addressing people who have already been very 
sexually active, have now come to Christ and don't think they'll be able to control 
themselves even for a short season. 

Paul then speaks to virgins in verse 25 and suggests that these people who are single and 
have demonstrated sexual self-control would be benefitted from considering remaining 
unmarried because of the great persecution in that day. Paul then goes on to say that to be 
married under the crisis of that day would cause one to face even greater hardship in being 
devoted to Christ. 

I would strongly suggest, then, that only under such rare circumstances should someone 
remain unmarried. It makes sense to try and remain single if you live in a place like Sudan 
or Turkey where being a courageous evangelist would most definitely bring you to be 
murdered for your faith. If you had a wife and children in some countries today they would 
be raped and you would be killed. Therefore, if you claim to be called to singleness then you 
are also called to frontline life and death ministry. This is the model of Paul's life. He was 
likely married, and it seems either his wife had died or left him upon his conversion and he 
remained single because of his ministry. Paul was beaten, stoned, shipwrecked, nearly 
starved to death and left for dead on numerous occassions. Under such circumstances it 
was good he did not have a wife and kids. Therefore, if you claim to be single we should see 
you living the most committed life to Christ of any child of God and expect you to be 
murdered. In the meantime your time and money should go directly to the cause of the 
gospel. If you tithe poorly, serve minimally, play lots of video games, consume hours of 
television and masturbate a lot like the average 20-something Christian male I would 
suggest you are not called to singleness, but you are calling yourself to selfishness. I am 
absolutely sick and tired of hearing guys tell me they are called to be single and then piss 
their life away doing nothing of significance and then claiming that they are like Jesus and 
Paul. Jesus, like Paul, died and knew he would so having a family would have been 
irresponsible. Also, it would have been a really tough gig for Jesus to find a woman to be 
equally yoked to since he was God. 
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In Genesis, before sin enters the world, the man is told it is not good for him to be alone. 

So, God created the woman to be of help to him in his ministry. Under most circumstances 
men are better able to serve the gospel with a wife since she is differently gifted and called 
to empower and join with the man for God's glory. Most of the problems in our church and 
world relate to sexuality, selfishness, marriage, and childbearing and childrearing. A single 
guy is going to have a very limited ministry on these things, whereas a married man can 
better minister to men, women, and children while serving as a model. 

Lastly, the Scripture is clear that part of our ministry is to be fruitful and multiply. That not 
only are we to be selfish and consider our ministry, but to raise up generations of servants 
of the gospel to ensure that the work outlives us. Therefore, to view children as a burden to 
the work of the gospel is erroneous. Aren't you glad the apostle Paul, Augustine, Luther, 
Calvin, Spurgeon and the like had dads not devoted to celibacy?

Good question. 

One, don't spend all your time with single people. Get some good married couple friends to 
observe and dialogue with. This is one of the biggest problems with segmented ministry in 
churches, married and unmarried people are separated. 

Two, spend some considerable time in Scripture about marital matters so that you know 
why, how, and what a wife and children are for. A good place to start may be in the Song of 
Songs, Ecclesiastes, and Proverbs. 

Three, some good books are helpful. On male sexuality I'd recommend "Fidelity" by Douglas 
Wilson. On male headship I'd suggest "Recovering Biblical Manhood & Womanhood" by John 
Piper. "The War on Boys" and "Fatherless In America" are great works by non-Christians. 

Four, be in a good solid church with qualified male elders who can have frank biblical 
discussions about male issues without blushing. 
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Another book on male headship that I'd recommend is Men & Women: Equal Yet Different by 
Alexander Strauch

So we talked further to try to come to some place clarity on this issue. I asked how he will react when his wife 
or kids talk to him harshly. I explained to him that I was not doing this so that he would submit to me like my 
wife but to force him to step up to me if he thinks I need to be rebuked. 

We came up with a brillian plan to turn to when this system breaks down and all communication is lost. Instead 
of throwing out the system we chose to modify it. 

We made a court of appeals to all confrontation. Two pair of boxing gloves. 

I am thorougly convinced that my dear brother will be ten times more qualified to go to the cross for a family 
after living under these types of circumstances. I plan to try to implement this new structure on the entire 
community house that I live in. I seriously doubt I can achieve this with out divine intervention but this is my 
hearts desire. Your prayers would be much appreciated. 

If this type of accountability were present in this house there would be no way a boy could leave here still a boy. 
The mens community would be the place to bring a boy into being a man. 

(Squatting Bear: Tell me what you think) 

Of course I would need to implement more Scripturally structured discipleship methods to prepare men for other 
types of duties God calls men to. But this type confrontation would make it very difficult for a man to remain in 
the darkness and to cling to his sins of being childish. 

Another thing is that I am getting so angry about the bullshit that goes on around because of men avoiding 
responsibility. I visit single mothers every week whose pussified babies daddies are off living for themselves 
and I get absolutly enraged. It seems to me that I will be in serious trouble if I don't find a healthy outlet.

Then I heard him call out in loud voice, "Bring out the guards of the city here, each with a 
weapon in his hand." And I saw six men coming from the direction of the upper gate, which 
faces north, each with a deadly weapon in his hand. With them was a man clothed in linen 
who had a writing kit at his side. They came in and stood beside the bronze alter. 

Now the glory of the God of Israel went up from the above the cherubim, where it had been, 
and moved to the threshold of the temple. Then the Lord called to the man clothed in linen 
who had the writing kit at his side and said to him "Go through out the city of Jerusalem 
and put a mark on the foreheads of those who grieve and lament over all the detestable 
things that are done in it." 

As I listened, he said to the others, "Follow him through the city and kill, without showing 
compassion. Slaughter old men, young men, and maidens, women and children, but do not 
touch anyone who has the mark. Begin at my santuary." So they began with the elders who 
were in front of the temple.
